Every objection raised against it could easily have been met by moving 
it less than a dozen yards from the particular point where it now stands. 

The placing of this drinking fountain at this important point, but for the 
action of the park board, might have been viewed as the inauguration of 
a policy to put these much-needed sources of water supply for animals at 
convenient points throughout the city, particularly within reach of the much- 
traveled streets, where there should be one every few blocks. 

it is an important humane: work which, temporarily at least, appears to 
have received an unfortunate check. 

There is nothing more timely and promising in valuable results to which 
the societies interested in the proper care and treatment of animals might 
now turn their earnest attention.

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AUGUSTA NEAR BEER , 
DEALERS TO FIGHT TAX 


Papers of Injunction Filed by For- 
ty-Four Local Dealers 

at Augusta. 

October 18.—(Specia!.)}—Pa- 
pers of injunction to prevent the enforcement 
of the recently enacted near beer tax law on 
forty-four dealers were filed this «efternoon 
against Comptroller General Wright, of At- 
lanta; Ordinary Walton, of Richmond county, 
and Sheriff John W. Clarke, by Hon. Clem 
FE. Dunbar, advisory counsel for a majority 
of Augusta's near beer dispensers. 

Recently Mr. Dunbar perfected an arrangé- 
ment with Attorney General Hart, under the 
terms of which none of hig clients were to 
be levied on for the tax until he had fought 
the case through all the courts. A _ provision 
was that each client should deposit at Or- 
Ginary Walton's office a certified check for 
the amount of the annual tag, which was to 
be refunded in the event Mr. Dunbar won 
out, and kept if he were overruled. 

The complaint is made that on October 18 
a certain member of Mr. Dunbar’s clients 
offered to pay either part or all the annua) 
tax and that the same was refused acceptance 
by Ordinary Walton. The injunction is a 
very lengthy affair, containing some twenty- 
nine paragraphs and setting forth clauses of 
alleged unconstitutionality in the near beer 
tax law to the number of more than a 
score.
